WILL PROBE GAS PRICES 


Edmonton, October 6.—Why are 
Alberta motorists paying the highest 
price in Canada for gasoline? 


Since the Manitoba government an- 
nouncea that an inquiry into the price 
of gas in that province was to be 
launched Alberta patrons of the fill- 
ing stations are wondering what the 
Alberta cabinet intends to do in the 
matter. 


Premier Greenfield says that an in- 
vestigation is already under way. 

“We are proceeding quietly in the 
matter,” he stated, when questioned 
as to the likelihood of Alberta follow- 
ing the lead of Manitoba, where 
Traffic Commisioner A. Richards had 
the probe in his hands, the premier 
announced, but was prevented by ill- 
ness at the time from proceeding 
with the case. 

When the provincial tax of two 
sales in the spring of 1922 Premier 
Greenfield promised the legislature a 
full inquiry would be made as to the 
disparity in prices between Alberta 
and states bordering on the interna- 
tional boundary. 

Last session a somewhat cursory 
report was submitted by the govern- 
was at least ten cents a gallon high- 
er than in Montana, whence comes 
the local supply of crude oil.

THE INSTITUTION OF MAR-

Decrease in marriages and increase 
in divorces in the United States is 
leading people to ask “What is. the 
matter with marriage?”

RED CROSS SERVICE 


In Alberta there is no service given 
by the Red Cross which makes a 
more direct appeal than the Rural 
Hospital and Nursing Service. It is 
of incalculable value to the settlers in 
outlying districts, 

In those parts of the Province 
where the government has not been 
able to establish Nursing Service, the 
Red Cross has operated seven rural 
hospitals, or nursing outposts and has 
maintained district nurses in some 
communities far removed from hos- 
pital service. 

One hospital in the far north is 
situated one hundred miles from steel. 
Without the Red Cross there would 
be no provision for the care of the 
sick and much suffering and hardship 
would be endured by the settlers. 
Some features of this work are as 
follows:

Emmett Dalton, the last of the 
Dalton boys, train robbers, who ter- 
rorized the Southwest years ago, has 
gone to a Little Creek, Mich., sanator- 
ium to complete his regeneration by 
having surgeons remove from his 
body the bullets he has been carry- 
ing as souvenirs of his last stand a- 
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a leg to remind him that some bul- 
lets were overlooked. 


peradoes of whom the eatire South- 
west stood in tear for three years and 
for whom rewards of $40,000 were at 
one time outstanding. 

“Why, he looks more like a lawyer 
or a banker,” observed one nurse. 

While reticent about his life as a 
bandit, Dalton will talk at length on 
the futility of attemping to grow rich 
by crime. 

“When once a man has stepped ov- 
er the indistinct line that divides 
tight from wrong,” he says, “there is 
no come back. From that time on his 
life is not that of a man, but of a 
hunted animal. And such an end gen- 
erally does come to him, as it did to 
us at Coffeyville, suddenly and vio- 
lently.” 

“The Dalton Boys” were the most 
notorious and reckless outlaws in the 
Southwest since the James Boys. Em- 
mett’s two brothers had been Deputy 
United States Marshals. Finding the 
law’s service unprofitable, they turn- 
ed the other way round and became 
the most feared and most daring ban- 
dits of their time. 

Emmett’s. brothers were Bob and 
Grafton. The other members of the 
little band were Texas Jack and Oll- 
ie Ogee. Their end came when they 
attempted a daylight hold-up of the 
Coffeyville Bank, which had just re- 
ceived a large shipment of gold. They 
had sworn never to be taken alive. 
Bob and Grafton and Texas Jack and 
Ogee were killed, and Emmett was 
desparately wounded. 

After his recovery Emmett was 
convicted and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. He served fourteen 
years, when the Governor of Kansas, 
convinced that the last of the Dal- 
tens was sincere in his apparent re- 
formation, pardoned him. Since his 
release he has preached in many 
parts of the country on the futility of 
crime.
